Evidently the attack, which was preceded by a strong bom* 
bardment, centered in the district of Keugneux, which the French 
re-captured from the Germans yesterday, and to the north of 
Grand-Rozoy, where the Germans were pressed back by allied 
thrusts. Desperate attempts were made by the Germans to wrest dp 
Serginges-Et-Nesle from the grip of Gen. Pershing’s men,,,and 
the battle-wrecked village changed hands, but was finally taken 
by the Americans in an overwhelming counter assault. 
On the eastern wing of the wedge the allies are keeping up 
their encircling movement against Ville-En-Tardennois, but their 
progress has been necessarily slow, due to the advantages in ter­ 
rain which the Germans held. The French have taken Romlgny, 
which is slightly over a mile from Ville-en-Tardennoia, on the 
southwestern side, and are creeping northward along the Rheim*-

tween the Aisne and the Marne. The French, American, British 
and Italian troops have not only removed the menace to Paria 
and Rheims, but are menacing Soissons and the whole German 
front for 25 miles east of that place.
